home and endéavoured to shew what a 
very empty thing it was, Wexdmit the 
truth of much, that they.urged:as regards 
European -politics ; but..this simply be- 
canse our: material power, open to the 
observation of all; and freely disctissed in 
the British press, stands us in’ actual 
stedd. There ave-in fact,two definitions 
to be attached to the word ; one: the 
position you choose to assume in the eyes 
of foreign nations whose. estimate-of your 
material powers is but slightly affected 
by ‘what you say: or do, owing to’ their 
knowledge of what you actually can do } 


and the other the position: you choose to- 


keep with people whose estimate of your 
status’ is wholly dependent. upon what 


you say or do under given circumstances: . 


In other words, dur prestige in. french 
eyes and our prestige in Chinese eyes are 


"two totally different: matters. - We. may 


he laughed at or even snubbed. by.. ‘the 
former, but there will be throughout an

As an instance of the excessive tax laid 
on every movement of commerce in the in- 
terior, the Shanghai Chamber of Commerce 
quotéd, some months ‘ago, tho difference in 
cost between.a piece of shirtings laid down 
in Hankow, and the same piece laid down 
in Soochow—the one distant about 80 miles, 
the other about 600.. Conveyance to the 
nearer city adds Tls.0.36 to the original 
cost, while. the’same goods can be taken to 
Hankow for Tls, 0.05. In the former caaé 
aubject to exactions at several Customs bar- 
riers, in the latter they pay only the cost of 
transit by river steamer, Another striking 
instance of the effect of theae extortions, is 
afforded by ‘the trade between Shanghai 
aud Hang-chow. . Nearly all the. commoii- 
ties which reach the latter city from hencé, 
are “gonveyéd ‘by the 3\§,N. Conipany's 
ateamers to Ningpo, and thence by hoats.to 
Hang-chow;. Yot.there is good and. un-; 
obstructed canal communication . between, 
Shaughai aud-Hang-chow, while “there are 
no leis thai five over-hauls, or mud dams 
over which’ boats hare to be pulled by bul- 
locks; on the route from Ningpo. - Hang- 
chow, too, is nearly equi-distant from either 
port;.so that the voyage to Ningpo isa 
superfluity, incurred in order that’ the goods 
may afterwards be sent to their destination

“barrier exactions. ~ It. does. seem rather 
strange. that the same means — transit 
passes—which are used to free goods, over

MR DISRABLY AND “BLACKWOOD.”

able Benjamin Disraeli in thé last number 
of Blackwood, or he-has found it convenient 
tomake a muddle of the Prime Minister's 
earlier history.

trivels in the East and his entrance into 
the: House of Commons, prominent in which

Mr Disraeli returned. from 
the East in. 1881, entered the House of 
Commons in 1837, when. Lord John man. 
uers, Mr Symthe, and other Young Eng. - 
landers were still at college. If was not- 
till 1843 or 1844, when Sir Robert Peol 
was Prime Minister, aud Mr Disraeli not

racli’s chief difficulties with Sir Robert 
Peel when he first entered “Parliament was 
tho repuguance of that, statesman’s adhe- 
rents to. the limner of Tadpole and Ta- * 
per.” .
